The  president  nominated  Clarence  Thomas,  a  43 
year  old  conservative  Republican,  to  replace  the 
retiring  Justice  Thurgood  Marshall  on  the  Supreme 
Court.  The  confirmation  process  was  rough: 
Thomas  came  under  fire  after  Professor  Anita  Hill, 
a  former  assistant  to  Thomas  at  the  E.E.O.C., 
claimed  that  the  nominee  had  sexuallv  harassed  her 
ten  years  earlier.  The  Senate  Committee  held  a 
graphic,  televised  three  day  hearing  on  the  matter. 
Finally,  Clarence  Thomas  was  confirmed  by  a  52-48 
vote  in  the  Senate,  and  was  appointed  to  the 
nation's  highest  court.

The  images  here  are  reminders  of  the  conflict 
and  turmoil  brewing  in  the  Middle  East.  In  January 
of  1991,  the  United  States  went  to  war  with  Iraq  to 
force  that  country's  leader,  Sadam  Hussein,  to  pull 
out  of  neighboring  Kuwait.  Hussein's  forces  invaded 
Kuwait  on  August  2,  1990  -  ignoring  the  warnings  of 
President  George  Bush  that  force  would  be  used  to 
re-establish  Kuwait's  sovereignty.  On  the  brighter 
side,  America  finally  saw  the  release  of  hostage 
Tern  Anderson,  who  had  been  held  captive  in  the 
Middle  East  for  6  years. 


60  CURRENT  EVENTS 
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1991  and  1992  saw  sweeping  changes  in  the 
Soviet  Union.  A  coup  attempt  aimed  at  toppling 
Soviet  President  Mikhail  Gorbachev  was  thwart- 
ed, thanks  largely  to  the  efforts  of  that  country's 
new  leader,  Boris  Yeltsin.  Changes  have  been  so 
dramatic  in  this  area  of  the  world  that  the  term 
"Soviet  Union"  has  become  a  label  of  the  past. 
With  the  breakdown  of  this  Socialist  Republic 
and  the  subsequent  breaking  away  of  its  compos- 
ite states,  the  former  Soviet  Union  promises  to 
remain  an  unstable  area  of  transformation  for 
some  time.
